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Important Decision 


for L.D.F. 


An important decision was made 
hy District Justice Beatty at Bally- 
nacargy (Westmeath) in a case in 
which members of the L.D.F. were 
prosecuted for being found on the 
licensed premises of Eugene 
Doherty, publican, Ballynacargy, 
who was charged with breaches of 
the licensing laws, 

Evidence revealed that the mem- 
bers of the L.D.F., in_uniform, were 
on duty in the yard attached to 
Mr. Doherty’s premises and consti- 
tuted a: command post during 
imanceuvres. There was no evidence 
that. drink was served. 

Mr. G. Ross, solicitor (for the 
L.D.k. men) quoted Section 14 (1) 
of the. Emergency Powers Order,| 
which provides that ‘any member 
of the forces, while on duty may, 
if and so far as he is so directed 
by a person authorised by the 
Minister to exercise command over 
him, enter on any land or premises 
for the purpose of the performance 
of his duties.” 

The Justice held that the men 
were entitled to be on the premises. 
Dismissing the case, he suggested 
that in future it would be better 
if the L.D.F. selected -posts away 
from publichouses.

Pope Pleads for 
Humane War 


The Pope yesterday reiterated 
Vatican appeals to belligerents to 
respect the ‘“‘laws of humanity ” in 
the air war, according to the 
Italian News Agency, quoted by 
Reuter. ‘‘Since the beginning of 
the conflict,’ the Pope declared, 
““we have done all in our power to 
induce belligerents to respect the 
laws of humanity in the air war. 
We feel it our duty, to the advan- 
tage of all, to exhort them once 
again to observe these laws.” 

His thoughts and affection, the 
Pope said, went out to the small 
nations, who, owing to their geo- 
graphical and political situation 
and the fact that moral rules and 
international law were now ‘no 
longer obeyed, risked being drawn 
into the quarrels of the big Powers. 
Of Poland the Pope said: “We 
pray that this poses and those 
other nations which, with them, 
have had to drink the bitter cup 
of the war, may have reserved for 
them a future in conformity with 
their legitimate aspirations in a 
Europe renewed on Christian bases 


from the errors and waywardness of 
the past.” 
The Pope concluded by hopin 
the advent of a new world, in 
which all the nations, ‘‘healed of the 
wounds inflicted by violence, would 
go forward in perfect harmony on 
the path of righteousness.”

URSK, keytown half-way be-

by a force of 500 German planes, 
123 of which were brought down for 
the loss of 20 Soviet aircraft, Mos- 
cow Radio reported last night. Some 
‘planes succeeded in penetrating to

Smolensk railway junction was 


raided by Soviet *planes on Tuesday 
night, according to Reuter. Smolensk 
is the main German base on the 
whole eastern front. Soviet long- 
range aircraft also bombed _ the 
stations of Karachev and the rail- 
way station of Krasny-Bor. 

Renewed Russian attatks in the 
Velizh area, sixty miles north-west 
of Smolensk, were reported yester- 
day by the German News Agency. 

This is Berlin’s third report in 
three days of operations in this 
area, but so far, states Reuter, no 
confirmation has been given of these 
actions from Moscow.

Rationing 


HE general rationing of butter 
ús consumers will come _ into 
force on Saturday, and the 

ration will be a half-pound per head 
per week, which is the same as that 
in Dublin and Bray areas at present. 

Licensed retailers will require 
permits to buy butter from the 12t 
June and licensed wholesalers will 
require permits from the 19th June. 
Up to these dates they will continue 
to purchase butter as at present. 

Full details of the'scheme will be 
found in the advertising columns. 

During the summer months 
farmers’ butter will be available to 
supplement the creamery “butter 
which it will be possible to release 
for consumption during these months. 
If the creamery butter consumed is 
not kept down to about 44,000cwt. 
per month provision of the half. 
pound ration in the winter would 
uot be possible. Should this not be 
done it might be necessary to reduce 
the summer ration. Consequently, 
persons who produce their own 
butter or who can purchase farm 
butter from the producer should, in 
their own and other consumers. in- 
terests, refrain from registering with 
a shopkeeper until necessary to do 
so.

PROTECTION . 

In order to protect a child against 
rickets, it is stated in an article in 
the Journal of the Medical Associa- 
tion of Eire by Drs. H. Pringle, 
R. A. Reynolds and W. J. E. 
Jessop, it is essential that its cal- 
cium intake should be adequate, 
maxing due allowances for sub- 
stances which might hinder absorp- 
tion.‘‘It is usually stated that a 


0.75 gm. calcium per day, an amount 
which would be provided in little 
over a pint of milk... .In Dublin 
about 40,000 gallons of milk are used 
each day, which is equivalent to about 
half a pint per head, This 1s 
probably inadequate, even assuming 
that no factors which might inter- 
fere with absorption are’ present, 
other than those which must be 
reckoned with under ordinary 
dietary conditions. Unfortunately, 
we cannot assume this at present. 

The present diet contains a greatly 
increased amount of phytic acid, 
and there is no reasonable doubt 
that this material must exert a 
very deleterious effect on calcium 
absorption. It is present in the outer 
layers of the wheat grain, and 1s 
consequently a constituent of 100 
per cent. extraction flour, The 
chief sources of vitamin D in the 
di-t are milk, butter and eggs.
